FOUR DAYS OF SJOW FALL 
|Four Feet Of The Beautiful Fell In 
Some Parts Of The State

Denver, Colo. Oct. 23.—Eastern Col- 
orado has been in the throes of a 
blizzard today but the weather bur- 
eau holds out hopes of clearing wea- 
ther tonight. The storm centre has 
moved eastward. The storm takes 
rank as the most severe at this time 
of the year which the weather bureau 
has recorded. Snow began falling Fri- 
day night and continued about ninety 
hours. The actual fall here was twen- 
ty one inches. In some portions of 
the state it was four feet or more. 
Delay of freight and passenger traf- 
fic on the railroads is the principal 
damage done thus far.

DIFFERENCES ADJUSTED. 

At last night’s council meeting : 
difference between the contractors 
on the trunk sewer and the city 
ngineer and commissioners with 
regard to the quality and percent- 
age of material to be used in the 
concreting, was adjusted by th» city 
allowing $16,269.80 over the con- 
trect price.

The engineer claimed that the 
specifications required that one 
part of cement be mixed with five 
of gravel and two of sand, tho 
whole cf which, owing to the sand 
and cement filling the interstices, 
would only make five parts after 
mixing.
